The debate on the merits of Jlli- 
nois" proposed 197p constitution 
has'ifocused on several specific 
issues: the method of selecting 
judges, the effect of the new doc- 
ument on t,ax policies, ,the death 
penalty, home rule for local gov- 
ernments, single versus multi- 
member districts for the Illinois 
House of, Representatives. 

These are the sensitive points: 
these, are the provisions on which 
great differences of opinion exist. 
Yet, these arc not the major is- 
sues facing Illinois voters in the 
forthcoming special election on 
the new constitution.. 

The real issue is rarely consid- 
ered in public discussions. It is 
the question of whether the pro- 
posed constitution, in total is bet- 
ter than the existing constitution, 
in totaU ; 

The new constitution is a true 
product of the -democratic politi- 
cal process; it represents com- 
promises between the interests 
of groups throughout the state. 
Its tax policy, for example, pro- 
tects wealthy . citizens ; against 
their fear of progressive income 
tax; but it also permits the Gen- 
eral Assembly to promote the 
wcUare of poorer people' by re- 
moving the sales' tax from select- 
ed items such as food and drugs. 
Its local government article of- 
fers city dwellers their long- 
sought home rule, but it also pro- 
tects suburban and rural residents 
against the imposition of income 
taxes by- the cities'in which they, 
"workP'' '-'".V ■ ".. . 'Ip^ff 

In short, the proposed new con- 
stitution may well represent the 
best possible document ^which a 
constitutional convention, operat- 
-ing-in-thcse4imcs-and-subjected 
to contemporary social, economic 
and political forces, could be ex- 
pected to produce. It does offer 
Illinois significant improvements 
. in nearly every'vital area. 

Of course, no one can predict 
with certainty whether the pro- 
posed new constitution will 
achieve the goals of its framcrs 
and proponents. No one can say 
for certain . whether the state 
would be better off under the new 
or old constitution. The efficacy 
of any constitution— and of any 
law— depends ultimately upon the 
uses to which it is put, upon the 
way that it is applied to changing 
social' and, .economic circum- 
stances and upon the way the 
courts interpret the meaning of its

Now with 'IS- 
PERN, .we have that contact and 
that contact may well have' saved 
these two officers serious injury 
or perhaps even their lives."' 

ISPERN is a tightly controlled 
system. .< Its units remain ' the 
property of the state and the 
rules governing their use are es- 
tablished by an il-man board 
composed of representatives of 
the Illinois Association of Chiefs 
of Police, the Illinois* Sheriff's 
Association, the Chicago Police 
Department; the Illinois State Po- 
lice . and the Associated Public 
Safety Communications Officers. 

ISPERN can be used only in 
emergency situations such as 
riots, tornadoes and other dis- 
asters -and in the apprehension of 
criminals. Elk Grove Village Po- 
lice Chief Harry P. Jenkins said 
ISPEN has been "of valuable* as- 
sistance in chase, situations." 

Prior to the installation of IS- 
PERN units, the criminal could 
elude pursuing officials by simply 
crossing county or township 
boundaries, especially in. the com- 
plex metropolitan .areas. Noiv, 
policemen equipped with ISPERN 
units_ can radio ahead to enigh-, 
boring law enforcement agencies 
/or assistance in these pursuits,

0—1 am a" reservist and have 
been' oii active duty for the past 
six months. Will my. Servicemen's 
Group Life Insurance protect me 
during the 120-day period immedi- 
ately following separation from 
six-months' military obligation? 

A— Yes. 

Q— When did the current G.I. 
educational bill take effect? 

A— Whilie the presentG.I. Bill 
became law in June 196G, it cov- 
ers veterans who served after. 
Jon. 31, 1955. 

Q— I am a i9-year-old college 
student who draws a death pen- 
tion from VA. When I marry 
will my pension be discontinued? 

A— Yes. Pension is not paid to 
a child after marriage. 

' Q-^A service-connected injury 
left me permanently- and totally 
disabled. Will my children re- 
ceive VA. educational assistance 
while in high school? . 

A— No. Under this program 
the law prohibits payment for a 
regular high school education, 
unless the child has a mental or 
physical disability.

none this year. This is done by 
completing Form W4-E and giv- 
ing it to your employer. If you 
earn less than $1725 this year 
you won't have to pay tax. 

Q— The $70 payment I sent In 
several weeks'* ago was not de- 
ducted from the tax, bill you sent 
me. What should I do? 

A— Reduce the bill by the 
amount of your last payment and 
pay the difference. Return the 
bill with your payment and note 
on it the amount of your previous 
payment, the date paid and where 
it was sent. What might have 
happened -is tbafr-the -bill was is- 
sued before your payment had 
been processed and credited to 
your account. 

Sometimes, however, payments 
ere received that cannot be cred- 
ited because there is insufficient 
information to identify the pay- 
ment. This . happens when the 
payment is received without an 
.accompanying bill or notice and 
the payment is not identified by 
the taxpayer's social security 
number. 

If the payment Carries a social 
security number then it can be 
readily identified and credited to 
the taxpayer's account. 

Q— By neighbors tell me T can 
sell my house and not pay any 
tax on the profit since I'm over 
65. Can I really do that? 

A— Yes, all or part of the profits 
from the sale of the home may be 
tax free if you are 65 or over be- 
fore the date of the sale and 
owned and used the house as your 
principal ' residence for at least 
5 of the lost-eight years. - 
"When these conditions are met, 
nil the profit is tax free when the 
adjusted sales price is $20,000 or 
less. When the price is above 
that, only a .proportionate part ot 
the profit is taxable. 

For details of this and other 
benefits for taxpayer .65 and over, 
send a post card to your district 
office and ask for a free copy 
of Publication 554, Tax Benefits 
for Older Americans. 

Q— I am thinking of buying 
some shares of stock. Is there 
any advantage of putting, the 
account In my wife's name as well 
as my own? : vin „ ^ ... 

A— There are many consider- 
ations to be taken into, account. 
From a Federal tax standpoint, 
the owner of stock is entitled to 
exclude up to $100 in ordinary div- 
idends from his income. If the 
stock is pointlyowned, then each 
could receive up to $100 in divi- 
dends, tax free. 

Q— What tax records do you 
need to f He a return? I Just start- 
ed to work and will be paying tax 
for (he first time next year. 

A— You will, need records to 
show your income and expenses 
for the year. If taxes are with- 
held - by your employer, he will 
"give you a statement of wages 
paid and faxes withheld at the 
end of the. year. One copy of 
this should be filed with your re- 
turn. 

If you are not subject to. with- 
holding be .sure to keep a record 
if your earnings. You may have 
to make estimated tax payments 
during the year to keep you on 
the same pay-as-you-go basis aa

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Forms and instructions for mak- 
ing estimated payments are avail- 
able at your local IRS office. 

You should also keep a record 
of all expenses that are deductible 
for federal income tax purposes. 
This woujd include medical ex- 
penses, charitable contributions, 
interest expenses and the like. 
Receipts, cancelled checks and 
similar evidence on these expens- 
es should be kept in a file folder 
or special envelope so that they 
will be readily available when 
you start working on your tax 
letiirn next year. 

Q— Can, the fellow who - made 
out my return- handle- my tax op- 
peal? He knows more about It 
than I do. -, 

A— It depends oh, his qualifica- 
tions. If the tax adviser is a cer- 
tified public accountant, a hiwycr 
or has passed a special examina- 
tion given- by the Treasury De- 
partment, then he can represent 
you. A tax return preparer with- 
out these qualifications can only 
assist the taxpayer during the ex- 
amination of the return and not 
thereafter. 

Q— Is It too late to make a 
change in the' return I filed for 
1969? I think I'm entitled to a 
deduction for moving expenses. 

A— You may still claim this ex- 
pense by filing Form 1040X, 
Amended U.S. Individual Income 
Tax Return. As a general rule, 
you have three years from date 
your return was ■ due io \ claim 
items you forgot Copies of the 
form and instructions for complet- 
ing it "may be obtained by writing 
to your District Dixeclor. 

Q— Is money given a maid for 
carfare subject, to Social Secur- 
ity Tax? -' - 

A— Yes, the Social Security tax 
applies to the total cash paid a 
household employee, even, though 
some is paid for transportation. 

Tax payments, for the July, 
August, September quarter are 
due Nov. 2. Any person who has 
paid $50 or more cash wages in a 
quarter to an employee for house- 
bold services (cleaning, garden 
Ing, etc.) must file a return using 
Form 942, Employer's Quarterly 
Tax Helurn- for Household Em 
ployees. 

Q— My ex-wife has. always 
claimed our son 'as her depend- 
ent but this year I've been paying 
his college costs. Can I count 
this as a contribution to his sup- 
port? V 

A— Yes, education Is one of the 
items included in the support 
test. If- you «an establish that 
you provided more than half your 
son's support for the" year, then 
you may be entitled to claim his 
exemption. Normally, the parent 
with custody for the greater part 
of the year Is entitled to claim 
the. exemption.
